home in some flats a short distance 
from the shops. 
He had been outside bis house, and 
was just returning, when he was met 
at his doorstep by 
two 
men, 
who 
pounced upon him, and one of them 
started in to carving on his anatomy 
with a large 
knife, 
wounding 
him 
severely in several places. 
Sheriff Henderson was summoned 
and ordered an 
ambulance 
to 
the 
scene, and had Stacher removed to 
the M., K. & 
T. 
railway 
hospital 
where Dr. George E. McNeil dressed 
his wounds, which consisted of one 
long cut in the head, two in his side, 
and one in the region of his stomach. 
When he was taken to the hospital 
his condition was thought to be ser­ 
ious, as *he was extremely weak from 
loss of blood. 
Being a foreigner, the officers were 
unable to secure any positive informa­ 
tion as to exactly how he was assault­ 
ed, hut, according to what they were 
told, they are of the opinion that an 
attempt was made to 
rob 
him 
of 
about $50 which he carried on his 
pefMB.

Two suspects have been arrested 
In the case, and are 
now

county jail, but they refuse to tell 
the officers, anything reganlti^ them­ 
selves, end thus far they have not 
“feVen divulged their .names. 
An effort was made this afternoon 
to find an interpreter who could talk 
with the Injhred man, but this was 
unsuccessful, and he was started to 
8t. Louis on Missouri Pacific passen 
ger train No. 2 this afternoon to the 
company’s hospital in St. Louis. 
His condition, while serious, is not 
necessarily dangerous, 
unless 
blood 
poisoning stes in, or other complica­ 
tions arise.

telephones, wireless telegraphy, auto­ 
mobiles and aeroplanes were not even 
in the dim realm of dreams.
